EDITORIAL 


One main slogan used by the Conservatives in their General Election campaign was ‘Britain is on 
the right track - don't tum back’. That we now have a Conservative government tends to suggest 
that many people agreed with that slogan. Yet with over 34 million people unemployed it should 
have been clear to everyone that far from being 'on the right track’, Britain was following the 
wrong road entirely. So why then was there # Conservative victory ? 

People voted Conservative not because they believed Britain to be ‘on the right track’ but 
because the alternative was to eitner vote for Labour and its extreme left-wing policies,or for 
the Liberal/SDP Alliance which. had no policies at all -be they extreme, left-wing or otherwise. 
In short people voted Conservative because, of the three parties that could have won the elect- 
ton, the Conservative. party was the least offensive.In other words the result on June 9th was 
not an indication of support for Tory policies but a total rejection of both Labour and Alli- 
ance policies, in this respect it was not a victory for Conservative but a defeat for Labour 
and the Alliance. 

However, it would have made very little difference to Britain even if the result on June 9th 
had favoured Labour or the Alliance; for, despite cosmetic differences, on many important nat- 
ional issues the policies (or lack of them) of the three main parties were strikingly similar. 
For instance none were in favour of import restrictions, restoring capital punishment, stopping 
immigration, smashing the IRA or withdrawing from the Common Market. 

While Nationalist parties did in fact advocate all the above; and despite the fact that one 
opinion poll after another has indicated widespread support for Nationalist policies,only a few 
thousand, of the many millions of potential Nationalist supporters did in fact vote Nationalist 
One of the main reasons for this was that the public were carefully conditioned by the mass me- 
dia -which has a vested interest in preserving the Westminster Club set-up - not . to waste 
their vote. In effect the media was advising people to vote for any party that had the chance 
of winning, whether they agreed with their policies or not; rather than vote for a so - called 
‘minority’ party whose policies they may have whole-heartedly supported, but which had no hope 
of winning the election. 

In the coming years one of our most important tasks is to impress upon people the fact that 
Tory/Labour/Liberal parties have held power for the past 40 years, during which time they 
have done absolutely nothing to prevent Britain from travelling so far down the road to ruin 
that we now have the worst unemployment rate since the 30's, a shocking breakdown of law and 
order, at least 6 million immigrants who are taking British jobs and homes and a continual rise 
in prices thanks to the Common Market. We must convince people that to vote for any of these 
parties in the future,when they have caused Britain's downfall, would be a tragic waste of their 
vote. More than that we must convince people that all the time they continually switch, from 
TweedleCon to TweedleLab at successive elections,in the vain hope that one of them may somehow 
manage to produce the solutions to Britain's problems when there is already anew party with 
new policies that are designed to turn Britain off of the track to tragedy and onto the road to 
recovery, they are doing more than wasting their vote - they are throwing their own country 
away along with their future. We must make people realise that the only vote that is not wasted 
is the vote for Nationalism and a new Britain. 

That over 14,000 people realised this for themselves and voted BNP at the recent General 
Election suggests that this objective may not be so difficult to achieve as it at first seems !

DEATH PENALTY FOR MURDER 


In the last 10 years the murder rate has increased by a staggering 60%, despite the penalty for 
it being life-imprisonment. Clearly as a deterrent life-imprisonment is useless and needs re- 
placing. The death penalty is a well tried and well proven deterrent yet Parliament recently 
voted against its restoration, not because there was widespread public opposition to it on the 
contrary surveys have shown that 80% of the population support its restoration, but because 
Parliament believed it to be a barbaric punishment. 

The death penalty may be barbaric but then murder is a barbaric crime and we live in truly 
barbaric times, as the recent incident where two black youths slashed a baby's face with a 
piece of glass clearly shows. At the very least the death penalty would ensure that the same 
murderer never killed twice - something many do at present once released after 16 years ‘life- 
imprisonment’. : 

The fact that Parliament has refused to restore the death penalty even though there is wide- 
spread public support for its restoration, shows that the old-party politicians are completely 
out of touch with the feelings and wishes of the general public, the very people they are el- 
ected by and should represent. The British National Party remains the ONLY party dedicated to 
restoring the death penalty ~ once again it is only Nationalists who are willing to- stand up 
for the wishes of: the British public. 


GREEN BELT IN DANGER 
Not only is the skyline of Bromley Town Centre being altered out of al] recognition, but now it 
seems that outlying rural areas are also under threat of drastic change. 

It has been reported that developers are eager to destroy 3 acres of attractive woodland on a 
piece of the Green Belt at Padmall Wood, Keston, in order to use the ground for a ‘recreational 
facility’ consisting of a car park -yet another one- and mobile home. Woodland in another part 
of the Borough is also in danger of being wiped out.According to the local residents' associat- 
ion the number of trees being cut down in Biggin Hill is devastating the beauty of the land - 
scape. 

While these two incidents alone are distressing enough, nationally they represent nothing 
more than the tip of the iceberg: Every week throughout Britain 50 miles of hedgerow is up- 
rooted, 160,000 tons of rubbish dumped and no less than 40,000 non-commercial trees are felled 
but the politicians don't seem to care - the government spends just 14p per person on 
Conservation in a whole year. Nationalists, on the other hand, do care; we believe that Britain 
has precious little to be proud of as it is, without having to suffer the destruction of its 
ages old natural scenery. The old-party politicians have allowed enough damage to be done to 
Britain's towns and cities - our countryside should be left as it is. 


BROMLEY CHURCH TO FUND RACE RELATIONS 


Miss Nora Hudd,a whee! chair bound woman,has offered to hold a coffee morning this September in 
order to raise money to donate, on behalf of St.Johns Church,Park Rd.,Bromley, to the Community 
and Race Relations Unit of the British Council of Churches who will use the money to finance 
‘projects to combat racialism’. Obviously neither St.Johns nor the BCC agree with Sir Arthur 
Keith's statement that “what is called ‘prejudice’ is simply Nature's way of improving Mankind 
through racial differentiation®. Perhaps the comment once made by Professor Francis Crick - a 
Nobel Prize winner - that “men are not born equal this is something which has not yet got 
through to the politicians," should now be extended to include clergymen also. 

St. Johns Church and the BCC may not believe Sir Arthur Keith's statement but they obviously 
believe that by funding ‘projects to combat racialism' any money raised will be spent wisely. 
They could not be more mistaken: The race relations industry has never been short of funds, in- 
deed in the last 10 years alone it has thrown millions upon millions of pounds down the drain 
in its attempt to make the multiracial experiment work; it has not succeeded yet and it never 
will, for a start the majority of British people do not wish Britain te remain a multi-racial 
state, secondly Blacks and other minority racial groups have no wish to integrate which is 
why they gather together in places such as Brixton and Southall, and the American experience 
has proved that enforced racial integration can only lead to racial conflict. Racial harmony 
cannot be bought - the sooner the Church realises this the sooner it will benefit financially. 








GETTING THE NEEDLE 


It has been reported that drug-abuse in Bromley is on the increase, with the addicts being “as 
young as ever" according to one local paper. Apparently these juvenile drug takers have no 
trouble obtaining drugs locally, at least that is the opinion of an ex-junkie from Bromley 
Common who recently told the Bromley Times that “getting drugs in Bromley is easy." And police 
have launched new inquiries after being alerted to the problem by several people - including a 
teacher from Ravensbourne Girls' School. 

There can be no doubt that many young people are encouraged to take drugs by drug pushers who 
literally, make vast amounts of money out of other people's misery, causing suffering and dis- 
tress not only to their victims but also to those persons' families and friends.Drug pushing is 
a heinous crime and penalties for it should be much harsher than they are at present - remember 
your own child could be their next victim. 


JUST PLAIN STUPID 
Editorials in the Bromley Advertiser are sometimes amusing, othertimes perceptive, usually they 
are interesting and informative. But sometimes they are just plain stupid. 

Because “protest marches and the like, causing widespread disruption,have increased in recent 
years in the name of al? sorts of crusades" and because the Animal Rights march through Bromley 
will “involve considerable work for the police. And considerable expense to ratepayers who will 
have to foot the police bill! The Bromley Advertiser in its Editorial of July 2ist cannot see 
"why organised protests of this kind should not be in the same category as soccer clubs who are 
required to meet a substantial part of the cost of the police presence”. While this measure, if 
it were ever to be implemented, would drastically reduce the number of marches that take place 
it would only stop those organised by poor groups and parties. It would not, for instance,pre~- 
vent the outlawed IRA -who run protection rackets and drink clubs to raise considerable sums of 
money - from marching, nor the various Communist parties, which have the support of seme very 
wealthy people and certain intenational business concerns. In effect only wealthy groups would 
be able to parade on the streets - which is hardly democratic. 

At present the raising of the electoral deposit is under consideration, the argument being 
that by raising it 'crank' candidates would be deterred from standing. In practice, this would 
not, in fact, prevent cranks such as wealthy eccentric and failed rock-star Screaming ‘Lord’ 
Sutch from standing, but candidates from serious and dedicated minority, thus poor, groups and 
parties. 

If measures such as these are ever implemented,minority groups and parties, deprived of their 
right to assemble and march,and to participate in elections, would be forced into finding other 
methods of expressing their opinions - such as terrorism. Would the Bromley Advertiser be proud 
of being partly, responsible for bringing this about ? 


BIG BAD MARK FOR MAIL MAN 


Following the screening of a Panorama report entitled ‘Race against Time’ on July 18th, (which 
looked into the possibility of Race Riots erupting again this summer.) The Daily 
Mail TV critic - Herbert Kretzmer - reviewing the programme the next day wrote: “And what on 
earth could the normally cautious Radio Times have been thinking of in its blurb for last 
night's programme: 'The last few weeks,’ it said ‘have seen outbreaks of trouble between blacks 
‘and police in some inner city areas...’ What oubreaks? Phrases like this are inaccurate, pro - 
vocative, alarmist. A big bad mark to Radio Times". 

"What outbreaks?" is Herbert Kretzmer joking? Obviously he does not read the paper for which 
he writes, if he did he would have read of an ‘outbreak’ in Reading just a few weeks prior to 
this programme, which involved police officers being attacked by a chanting mob of blacks armed 
with bricks, bottles and sticks. In fact ‘outbreaks of trouble between blacks and police’ have 
been reported, over the last few weeks, in Harlesden where, according to the Daily Express,"200 
black teenagers pelted police with bottles and stones", in Brixton where a mob of 200 Blacks 
rampaged through the 'Frontline', in Peckham where more than 300 Blacks threw bricks at police 
and Me bied where a mob of 200 "predominantly Coloured" youths assembled and began to stone 
the police. 

Counter Attack awards a Gold Star to the Radio Times for accurate reporting. But a "big bad 
mark" must go to Herbert Kretzmer for attempting to surpress the truth, and for displaying a 
truly appalling lack of knowledge about current events. 








RIOTS PREDICTED AS POLICE INSPECTOR TELLS - ‘WHAT HAPPENS... 


WHEN COLOUREDS CONGREGATE 


A terrifying summer of racial unrest was recently predicted by a Police Inspector, following an 
incident at a Reading fairground where police were attacked by a chanting mob of black youths 
armed with bricks, bottles and sticks. 

Trouble flared when police tried to stop two youths fighting at the fair in Kings Meadow, 
Reading. A mob of black youths then attacked four police officers, one PC had to have stitches 
jn his head after being hit by a brick, and three others,including a woman PC, were treated for 
cuts and bruises. Police reinforcements, including officers with protective shields and dogs, 
were called but they could only make two arrests as the mob prevented them reaching their dest- 
ination. 


WHEN COLOUREDS CONGREGATE 


Speaking of the attack in the Daily Mail Inspector Tony Ray said it was “frightening and un~ 
provoked" and did not “bode well for the future.“ He added “it is high time we got our heads 
out of the sand and started speaking the truth about these incidents. This is what happens when 
coloureds congregate.“ And he warned "I'm sure this was just a foretaste of what we are going 
to get this summer". 

Inspector Ray should be congratulated for his courageous and frank comments about this in- 
cident and the inevitable violence caused by multiracialism, but, predictably, his views 
have placed him at odds with Thames Valley Police Chiefs who have issued a statement dissociat- 
ing the force from Inspector Ray's views. As one colleague put it “he can expect to be carpeted 
for this"and already Inspector Ray has been interviewed by“furious" Thames Valley Police Chiefs 
and a spokesman for them has said that Inspector Ray's comments “do not reflect the policy of. 
the Thames Valley Police. We have made every effort to foster good community relations with all 
groups." As this incident alone shows, even when ‘community policing’ is adopted,multiracialism 
still leads to conflict and violence. 


REPATRIATION ~ THE ONLY ANSWER 


Whether Inspector Ray's prediction is turned into fact this summer or not, it is clear that 
all the time Britain remains a multiracial state, riots, bloodshed and outbreaks of horrific 
violence are to be expected. The only way to restore peace to Britain‘s towns and cities is by 
stopping inmigration and starting repatriation. There is no other answer. 

When riots tore apart many British towns and cities in 1981, Bromley managed to escape with- 
out any serious incidents. Would we be so lucky a second time ? 


STOP PRESS 


Although Inspector Ray's prediction of a summer of riots was made many weeks ago, already there 
is evidence which suggests that his prediction will, regrettably, be proved to be correct. 
Serious racial disturbances (including the stoning of police) have been reported in London and 
other major towns.

CONCRETE NONSENSE BY A.Shotton 


Many of our readers will have noticed the gargantuan slabs of concrete - purporting to be 
elegant,air conditioned office blocks -that are “unobtrusively” scattered around the vicinity 
of Bromley High Street. Perhaps the building of the concrete sonolith -otherwise known as the 
Churchill Theatre and Central Library- should have been fair warning of Bromley Council's in- 
tentions regarding the redevelopment of prime sites in Bromley High Street. 

With Bromley's unhoused standing at some 5,000 anc with en estimated 300,000 sq.ft. of off- 
ice space,in the High Street area,standing empty and redundant since completion,it is calcul- 
ated that for each unhoused person in Bromley there is 60 sq.ft. of empty office space, much 
of it for the last year. We realise that, as these office blocks are up to 10 storeys high, 
unless we intend to push the unhoused of Bromley inte uninhabitable biocks of flats -as happ- 
ened to their homeless predecessors - the number of houses that couid be built on this land 
would contain considerably less square footage than the office blocks, but at least these 
buildings would, without doubt, be in constant use. 


Now, having said all this, it would be interesting to see what sense the members of Bromley 
Council see in allowing this amount of office space to be built and to remain empty? Perhaps 
they intend to employ the thousands of Bromley's unemployed in these buildings. However, 
they have not done so up to now and it is very doubtful if they will in the future; for 
in Croydon -where a similar office development scheme was implemented- most offices were in- 
habited by multi-million pound banking and insurance companies, who brought most of their em- 
ployees with them from offices in Central London, creating very few employment opportunities 
for local people. It is a virtual certainty that most Bromley offices will be let in the same 
way and as a result very few, if any, new jobs will be created here either. 


Perhaps then the huge rate payments, that will be made to Bromley,will be of benefit to the 
borough -or will they? As there are so many concessions on such things as rates in government 
legislation relating to developments, who can say that rate-payments will be that huge? Even 
if they are - or become so in a year or twos time - this only increases the prospect cf that 
300,000 sq.ft. of office space lying idle, and consequently increasing the burden to the rate 
payers of Bromley - the very people, who, time and time again are never consulted or given a 

choice over such matters:Such is the concern the council has for the interests and wishes of 

the local people,the very people who elect the council and the very people that the council 
should, therefore, represent. Could it be that Bromley Council places ‘prestige’ and profit 
before people? 

Contrast this attitude with the concern that was expressed for both the interests and feel- 
ings of the local people and the preservation of community life, in the recently | published 
British National Party Manifesto:- 

"No more of Britain's countryside can be sacrificed for building purposes except where 
essential for National security. At the same time the hideous disfigurement of our towns and 
cities must cease. Development of the latter must be strictly controlled and in accordance 
with the wishes of the local populace. We are pledged in the future to build towns and cities 
of beauty and syametry in accordance with traditional architectural styles which have proved 
their merit across the ages. Architectural innovation and experimentation will only be perm~ 
itted where this is acceptable to national and public taste. In slum clearance the emphasis 
must be placed on the renovation of old housing and the preservation of community life rather 
than the building of high-rise flats.A population housed in high-rise flats is NOT our ideal’ 


Latest News 


As reported in the ‘Bromley Times’ June 23rd, the Griffin Building in Elmfield Rd., has been 
bought by the American conglomerate ‘known as the ‘Bank of America’ and, as foretold in this 
article, no new job vacancies will be created as the 300 strong work-force required,is to be 
brought down from the group's City offices.

It has also been reported that the GLC has ruled that no more offices are to be built in 
Bromley. The GLC has also overruled Bromley Council's decision to allow redevelopment of the 
Bromley South Shopping Precinct,saying that the proposed plan contained “too many offices...” 
The fact that it has taken the widely acknowledged" loony"GLC to point out to Bromley Council 
that there are already too many offices in the borough must surely suggest something about 
the mental state of Bromley's Councillors:

On Friday March 18th a CND meeting -with the theme of ‘How to Stop Cruise‘- took place at St. 
Mark's Church Hall,Westmoreland Rd. Bromley. Nothing so sinister about that until one considers 
that the Rector of St.Mark's is Reverend Holland - the very same Rev.Holland who was a platform 
speaker at a ‘Bromley Against Racism Campaign’ meeting. Could this be yet another example of 
a clergyman becoming a ‘left wing trendy’ ? Probably: 


Over the years many people could not have failed to notice the political shift among clergymen 
who,eager to appear trendy and progressive, have allied themselves with various left wing causes 
and movements and even organised Christian-Marxist conferences. Examples are numerous but among 
the best are Monsignor Bruce Kent, the Roman Catholic priest who now heads CND, and Rev. Paul 
Oestreicher who has dedicated his life to promoting a'Christian-Marxist synthesis’ .Quite clearly 
the Church has moved away from its original views to, as the Daily Express succinctly put it, 
“embrace other, mainly ‘progressive’ and left leaning orthodoxies”. 


MISGUIDED 


For a long time Bromley clergymen, however, avoided any political activity (somehow ianaging 
to resist the temptation of appearing wrendy) and were content to leave politicians to administ- 
er to the political needs of the local population while they concentrated on the spiritual re~ 
quirements of the community - as‘ they should. Of late,however,a disturbing new trend has emerged 
amongst Bromley's clergy, with Reverend Gentlemen almost falling over their ecclesiastical robes 
in their haste to find some new cause to latch onto. 


One of the first indications of the local clergy's new found political role was Rev. Holland's 
decision to allow CND the use of his Church Hall. While we acknowledge that CND has a right to 
hold meetings and express its views about disarmament ~however misguided they may be- we wonder 
whether a church hall is the appropriate venue to hold an event organised by a movement which is 
largely run by Marxist sympathisers and card carrying Communists, and whose own leader admits 
that politically they are "strongly left". Indeed, when it is taken into account that as a creed 
communism views religion in a far from favourable light (and that's putting it mildly) both the 
support expressed by the three Orpington Methodist Ministers, namely the Revs.Walling, Green and 
Hewison, for the views of ‘peace' campaigner Monsignor Bruce Kent; and Rev.Holland's decision to 
permit CND to use his hall, can only be seen as insane and potentially suicidal. 


DOUBLE STANDARD 


Then there was Rev.Holland (again!) who as a platform speaker at a BARC meeting,condemed "in- 
stitutionalised racism" of which apparently “we are all guilty," yet he did not feel any need to 
criticise or reprimand the most overtly racist group of people in Britain today -the Jews, who 
despite having been settled here for years,have never felt the need to integrate, indeed adverts 
in Jewish newspapers have openly discouraged mixed marriages in order to preserve the Jewish id- 
entity; blatant racialism but no protests of indignation from Rev.Holland. It seems that while 
he finds nothing wrong with Jews protecting their ethnic and cultural identity, he finds it ob- 
jectionable when white Britons attempt to protect theirs - surely a double standard here:

But whatever Rev.Holland thinks of racism should he, as a man of God,become actively involved 
with a movement that has a long history of violence, for over the years various anti -racist 
groups have been formed and although they may have differed in name, they have all had at least 
one thing in common - the use of violence against anybody who they decide is a ‘racist,’ 
for example in the 1970's an anti-racist movement was formed and this movement was responsible 
for instigating some of the worst street violence in Britain's history. That movement was called 
the 'Anti-Nazi League’ and locally its campaign consisted of vandalising Nationalists homes and 
daubing them with abusive slogans, issuing threatening, obscene and abusive ‘phone calls to any- 
one who had signed Nationalist candidate nomination forms - and it should be remembered that the 
majority of people signing were ordinary members of the public who had no objection to National- 
ists standing as candidates, they were not members or even supporters of Nationalism - and on at 
least three occassions anti-racists physically assaulted Nationalist supporters.Will BARC be any 
different?

DISTURBING 


But perhaps the most disturbing, certainly the most controversial, decision of Bromley’s new 
political clergy was Rev. Ian Zass-Ogilvie's decision to allow one of his parishoners to hold a 
coffee morning in order to raise money to donate, on behalf of St.John's Church,Park Rd. Bromley 
to the Comunity and Race Relations Unit of the British Council of Churches(BCC), the money will 
be used to help the BCC's campaign to “combat racialism". Yet while the BCC fights White racial- 
ism in Britain it supports Black racialism in Africa, in fact the BCC quite openly boasts of its 
support for the World Council of Churches’ Programme to Combat Racism which has, and still does, 
fund and promote Black African Nationalist terrorist organisations -such as SWAPO, Patriotic 
Front and the ANC etc.,- a]1 of which have murdered countless thousands (possibly millions) of 
innocent civilians,in their struggle to 'free'fellow Africans from the'oppression of White rule’ 
Following a grant by the WCC to the child-butchering Patriotic Front in 1978, the Salvation 
Army withdrew its support from the WCC - the British Council of Churches did not and it contin - 
ues to support and fund terrorism to the present day. We wonder whether Miss Nora Hudd, the 
wheel chair bound woman who will be staging the fund-raising coffee morning, realises that she 
will be raising money for an organisation that condones terrorism, or has Rev.Zass-Ogilvie some- 
how forgotten to tell her? 


While we doubt if we can dissuade local clergymen from giving their support to insidious and 
despicable organisations such as those named above, we would suggest that they gave consid- 
erable more thought than they do at present before becoming involved with any cause in the 
future. It is clear that at the moment-the nature of the organisations they choose to support 
is of little concern to them. These ‘trendy’ clergymen may be interested to know that their in- 
volvement with left wing causes is neither doing the Church's image any good nor attendance 
figures, in a recent report by the Bible Society it was revealed that only ‘one person in five 
goes to church once a month or more’. As the Dafly Express Editorial of the 8-7-83 put it: 
“Perhaps the sight of bishops bellowing about unemployment and bad housing, and monsignors 
posing as experts in nuclear strategy has turned the faithful away in disgust." Local clergy- 
men should take note:

The Republic of Britain? - Yes it could happen here and there are already forces in the wings 
that could bring it about. : 


In Britain today we now have millions of immigrants who have no love or wish to show alleg- 
jance to the Crown, in fact since they wish to follow the religious-and marriage customs of 
their country of origin, the laws of the Crown are a thorn in their side. 


COSMOPOLITAN CITY 


Today one only has to visit London to see the changes that are taking place because of the 
increasing number of immigrants that are living in the City. Look at the school parties that 
are visiting the City, many of them are composed of at least 80% African and Asian children - 
this Ted one American to remark recently that he did not realise that London was "such a 
cosmopolitan City," - and there was regret in his voice when he said that - could this be the 
reason why so many Americans, Australians and New Zealanders are now just using London as a 
‘stopping off’ place before speedily making for the Continent. The visitors who come to 
Britain because their ancestors were from these isles are soon disillusioned. 


LARGE POPULATION OF AFRICANS AND ASIANS 


People living. in suburbs and towns throughout the British Isles should visit their Capital 
more often and see for themselves what is happening - such as the large number of Asian shops 
that are staffed completely by immigrants despite the Race Relations Act which forbids 4 
Briton to refuse to accept an applicant for a job because of his colour. Just because in your 
locality meeting an immigrant is a rarity, be prepared for the shock you will have when you 
see for yourself what a large population of Africans and Asians we have. Go out of your way 
and visit Brixton and Southall - you will really believe that you are in another country: 


TROJAN HORSE 


To make the situation worse the Labour controlled Greater London Council is going out of its 
way to give more power to the “ethnic population". In fact when reading the Inner London Ed- 
ucation Authority's news-sheet one could quite easily believe that the white child was from 
the minority group.

A PARTY OF ACTION 


"Nice to see the Union Jack in Orpington" - that was the opinion of one man as Bromley BNP 
staged its first major local activity since the General Election. 

On Saturday July 16th Bromley BNP members, supported by activists from Lewisham and Green- 
wich, held a very successful paper sale in Orpington High Street.

Already Bromley BNP has re- 
commenced leafletting and door te door canvassing and similar paper sales have been planned 
ito take place in various local high streets in the next few months. 


——— ELECTION ROUNDUP -— 


The British National Perty, as most people know, fielded 54 candidates in the recent General 
flection, for a party barely one year old this was a tremendous achievement. 

Because of the present political climate, which prohibits any strong swing to Nationalist 
parties, it was always recognised that the BNP would not obtain a high vote, in addition the 
BNP fought the Genera] Election with the extra handicap of having an almost unheard of Party 
nane. Even so on June 9th over 14,000 people did in fact vote for the BNP. 

Since the SNP fielded over 50 candidates the Party qualified for broadcasting time on both 
TY and Radio. Following our election broadcasts the BNP head-office was flooded with 
enquiries from every corner of Great Britain. All these enquirers have been sent inforn- 
ation about the Party, and head-office reports that they are now receiving a steady flow of 
membership applications. The British National Party is now poised for a huge step forward in 
membership growth. The BNP has arrived and it is here to stay’ 


Locally the early calling of the election did not permit the distribution of election 
addresses to voters, despite this in the four local constituencies over 800 people voted for 
the BNP. One local paper was so impressed by our results that it wrote: “An almost invisible 
party got hundreds of votes for-their local candidates in last week's General Election”. 

The 806 people who did vote BNP did not do so because they were persuaded to after reading 
an election address or after a Party representative had called on them. They decided to vote 
BNP either after reading about the Party in the local press, or in most cases when they got 
to the Polling Station on June Sth and read the words British National Party on the ballot 
forms. Khile a smal) part of this 800 would have voted for any minority party as a ‘protest’ 
the vast majority voted BNP because they recognised it to be a Nationalist party ‘as its 
name suggests. Which proves that there is genuine and loyal Nationalist support in the Bor- 
ough. 

Had we been able to distribute election addresses our vote would have certainly doubled,at 
least. This means that there are at least another 800 potential Nationalist supporters in the 
Borough - our task now is to get out and find them.
